The ceremony will mark the 14th 
successive year in which sacred serv- 
ices have been held at the foot of 
the 267-foot giant which started 
from seed more than 5,000 years ago 
—centuries before the Christ Child 
was born in Bethlehem. 

As the worshipers who have trek- 
ked from the warm, green valleys of 
California into the mountains, sing 
and pray, their service will be 


| broadcast from Fresno, Calif., over 
;}a western network. 


Scarred by fire and on the on- 
slaught of wind and rain through 
50 centuries, the General Grant 
stands out in a forest of giants as 
the natural shrine for a_ practice 
that has been carried on for 13 
years despite frequent 


wind and snow storms and_ bliz- 
zards. 

The General Grant tree is the 
second largest in the world, being 
exceeded only by the General Sher- 
man tree, which is 272 feet tall. The 
“nation's Christmas tree” is 267 feet 
tall and measures 33 feet in dia- 
meter at the base, 16 feet at a 
height of 60 feet and 12 feet at a 


height of 200 feet.

SEAL SALE FOR XMAS TO 
FIGHT TUBERCULOSIS 
ENDS ON SUNDAY 


“The annual Christmas Seal Sale 
which finances California’s sixty- 
three local tuberculosis associations 
and their fight to control the white 
plague closes this Sunday, Christ- 
mas Day. Only a few remain in 
which to procure and pay for the 
Christmas Seals.” 


This remainder to all appeared in 

an open letter received today from 
A. R. Clifton, a director of the Cal- 
ifornia Tuberculosis Association and 
superintendent of schools of Los 
Angeles County. 
“This is a campaign in which 
every resident of the state should 
take a part,” Clifton declared. 
“Those who did not receive Christ- 
mas Seals through the mails at 
Thanksgiving time may still pro- 
cure them from their city or county 
tuberculosis association. 

“Local groups all over the state 
report that many of the seals seni 
to regular subscribers are still un- 
ccounted for. Christmas Seals that 
are not paid for do not fight tu- 
berculosis. The funds represented by 
the unheard from contributors are 
urgently needed to protect the 
homes of all Californians for th< 
ensuing vear. 

Outlining the progress which has 


been achieved in tuberculosis con- 


trol in the past thirty years dur- | 
ing which Christmas Seals have | 
been sold in California, Clifton said: | 

“When almost everyone had been: 
exposed to tuberculosis, the prob- 
lem was complex. Health workers | 
could apply only general measures | 
in fighting the disease, such as, 
building hospitals and sanatoriums, 
and insuring better housing and 
working conditions. 

“During the past five years, how- 
ever, an effort has been made to 
uncover early cases before symptoms 
have appeared, especially among 
our younger population. Tuberculin 
tests have been given to approxi- 


| mately 270,000 school children, and | 


students showing evidence of in-| 
fection have been X-rayed. Moze |
